A Trip To The Pacific Coast

Editor’s Note; Following is a 
story by The Journal’s East Cole¬ 
man correspondent, Miss Anne 
Salus, on her first visit to the Pa¬ 
cific coast. Like many others she 
has fallen in love with the scenic 
grandeur of the Pacific and The 
Journal takes pleasure in publish¬ 
ing her story. 

Ocean! Activity! Vast buildings! 
were the main attractions asl came 
into contact with the city of Van¬ 
couver. The train ride from Cole¬ 
man to Vancouver was long and 
seemed endless, but evidently it 
was endurable and most enjoyable 
due to the fact that I met some 
very fine and respectable people 
who accompanied me on my trip. 
As a remembrance of the train 
ride I donated my autograph to all 
those whom I met and received 
many in return. Two stenograph¬ 
ers travelling from Penticton to 
Vancouver wrote, “Enjoyed the 
sleepless nights with you, spiced 
with plenty of soot from the CPR 
train.” 

The scenery throughout the 
whole journey was extremely beau¬ 
tiful, magnificently drawn to per¬ 
fection. The Kootenay Lake defied 
comparison with any lake I have 
ever seen. It is also one of the 
most widely known lakes in the 
world. Mountains surrounding this, 
glorious lake were tinted, a deli¬ 
cate blue and with the jiun’s rays 
reflecting on the water it revealed 
a sight so extraordinarily appeal¬ 
ing it dazzled one’s senses. The 
Kootenay Power plants were mar- 
‘ vellous and exceedingly well con¬ 
structed, so that all passers by 
gazed with admiration and won¬ 
derment. 

Upon entering the station I felt 
lost and desolate as I knew not a 
soul in all the crowd on the plat¬ 
form. As I ascended the escalator 
leading from the platform to the 
waiting rooms on street level, I 
was greeted by Mr. Leo Hagel, 
who had come to meet me. For¬ 
merly a Coleman resident, Mr. 
Hagel worked at Sentinel Motors 
before coming to British Columbia. 
We went to the residence of Mrs. 
W. Frost, nee Lena Janak, where 
I met Mrs. Janak and her daughter 
Adella, Mrs. Hagel, Joe Lloyd and 
Mike Kipta, all formerly of Cole¬ 
man. 

The same day I travelled from 
Vancouver to Nanaifco with the 
Hagels, and the boat trip on the 
Princess Elaine was superb. We 
stood on deck watching Vancouver 
vanish in the distance and water 
close in around us. 

Numberless sea gulls resembling 
soft snow flakes floating in mid 
air swayed gently past us, some 
sighing contentedly, others plung¬ 
ing downward miraculously close 
to the bed of salty water known 
as the Pacific Ocean. The day was 
warm despite a cool breeze, and 
the boat sailed smoothly on, leav¬ 
ing only the hush of the sea in its 
wake. 

Nanaimo is a fair-sized town. 
The buildings are not as huge as 
those of Vancouver, yet much beau¬ 
ty lies in Nanaimo. 

While shopping one day I bump¬ 
ed into Mrs. Tom Goldring and she 
was very pleased to see me. She 
sends her best regards to all her 
Coleman friends. 

I went to the Military Hospital 
to see Second Lieutenant Mary 
Ankers, who is stationed there. She 
was very nice to me, showing me 
around the hospital. 

I met my cousin, Catherine Gor- 
cak, who is in the CWAC, and she 
took me to visit the Officers’ Mess, 
where she is a waitress. I met 
several of the officers: Captain 
Taylor, Lieutenant Moffat, Cap¬ 
tain Laird, 1 and a couple of ser¬ 
geants. They had a party to which 
I was invited, and everyone was so 
pleasant that I enjoyed myself 
thoroughly. 

I also met Betty Starr, of Fer- 
nie, who is now in the CWAC, and 
as she knows Mr. and Mrs. George 
Evans, she sends her regards to 
them. I met Lance Corpora? Jack 
Satchel and Pte. Nora Satchel, who 
wrote the following in my auto¬ 
graph: “Every time you think of 
the kitchen of the Officers’ Mess 
you’ll remember us.” 

I attended the Catholic church in 
Nanaimo and found it a marvel¬ 


lously beautiful building. 

Swimming at the beach was ex¬ 
citing and thrilling. It was amaz¬ 
ing to watch the tides coming in 
and going out as though at the 
will of some powerful magic. 
Boats, canoes and ferries could be 
seen from every angle, on the sur¬ 
face of the water. 

The rain there is but a slight 
drizzle, and though the sky may 
be cloudy in the morning, the sun 
is usually out by noon. 

Rev. Father Alex. McDonald, of 
Ladysmith, a nephew of Mrs. Jack 
McDonald, visited the Hagels and 
I made his acquaintance. He sends 
greetings to his relatives in Cole¬ 
man. 

Mr. and Mrs. Leo Hagel also 
send their regards to their Cole¬ 
man friends. Mr. Hagel now has 
a garage of his own, Marine Drive 
Service Station, and is doing a 
splendid business. 

After visiting Nanaimo for over 
a week, I returned to Vancouver, 
where I was the guest of Mrs. W. 
Frost. I visited the Prehistorical 
Museum, Stanley Park, a veritable 
paradise, where one of Canada’s 
greatest writers, Pauline Johnson, 
lies buried. The City Hall, Lion’s 
Gate Bridge, Kitsilano Beach, 
University of Vancouver, Marine 
Building, Cenotaph and Victory 
Square are sights that defy de¬ 
scription. 

While shopping one morning 1 
met Mrs. J. Hirst, Miss Megan 
Jones, Mrs. C. Jenkins and Mrs. 

E. Houghton. A few days later 
Mrs. Roy Thomas hailed me. It 
seemed strange meeting someone 
from Coleman on Main Street 
where faces are just a blur as they 
pass. That same day I saw the 
Danyluk girls. 

I phoned Mary Panek, nurse in 
training at St Paul’s hospital. We 
tried to arrange a meeting, but 
unable to do so, much to our 
disappointment. 

I travelled to Langley Prairie by 
bus to see my cousin, whom I had 
not seen for nine years. Mr. and 
Mrs. Gorcak showed me around 
their orchard, and it was wonder¬ 
ful to see all the fruit your heart 
desired right at hand, whereas here 
we can only admire the luscious 
fruit through store windows. 

The three weeks spent at Van¬ 
couver and on the Island are weeks 
that will never be forgotten, and 
I hope some day to return to the 
Pacific coast with all its fresh¬ 
ness of climate and splendor of 
scenery. 

Returning home, I travelled with 
Arnie Gudmundson, RCAF, who 
had been visiting his brother in 
Vancouver; Mrs. A. Fauville and 
daughter, Mrs. Joe Cartwright 
(nee Jean Rose), Mrs. Tom Rose, 
Mrs. J. Hirst and children and Mrs. 

F. Hirst and son. 

On our way home we passed 
Kettle Valley at about ten in the 
morning. The valley is hundreds of 
feet below the railroad tracks. 

The train stopped five hours at 
Nelson and while there I met Mrs.

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Agricultural By-Products 
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FOIi MANY YEARS the people of the Prairie Provinces have been! 
/ interested in the possibilities of the extensive use of waste products from 
farm crops for commercial purposes. Considerable research has been done 
on this subject, and some manufacturing plants have been operated, chiefly 
for the production of wall board and insulating materials from cereal 
straws. Waste agricultural products include straws, stems, hulls, weed 
seeds and similar forms of residue. Much of this material is ordinarily 
allowed to rot in the fields and then returned to the soil for fertilizer, and 
this is generally considered a desirable practice. Some waste products 
are also used for feed and other farm.purposes and occasionally they are 
useful for fuel. 


Large Yield Of 
Cereal Straws 


It is estimated that an average of twenty-five 
million acres of wheat are sown in Canada each 
year. This acreage yields about twenty million 
tons of wheat straw, and at the same time, there 
is an annual yield of about two hundred thousand tons of flax straw. Agri¬ 
culturists are not in complete agreement as to whether all this straw 
should be returned to the soil, to help in the prevention of soil drifting, 
whether there is a sufficient quantity to fully enrich the soil, and at the 
same time leave a surplus for other purposes. If residues are to be used 
commercially there are at present some problems which must be’over¬ 
come in connection with collection and storage. Under existing conditions, 
considerable expense is required to collect waste materials on the farms 
and to convey them to assembly points, and means of lowering these costs 
would have to be a primary consideration in any large project in this 
connection. 


Wastes Put To 
Practical Use 


A large number of commercial uses have been 
found for agricultural residues, and new discoveries 
in this field are frequently announced. A good 
quality of wall board and insulating material are 
among the most practical articles to be produced, and it would appear that 
there should be a good market for these materials for farm and urban 
homes on the prairies. Other products which have been .made from waste 
farm materials include paper, cardboard, commercial twine, heavy types 
of sacking and burlap, and a type of gas suitable for fuel. Scientists 
and economists have shown considerable interest in the subject of bring¬ 
ing agriculture and industry into close relationship, and we may look for 
many important developments along these lines in the near future. 


Price Control 
And Rationing 
Information 


Q.—Will there be any ammunition 
released this fall for sporting pur¬ 
poses ? 

A.—Yes, sportsmen may make ap¬ 
plication to a local ration board from 
August 15 to September 30 inclusive 
for a permit to purchase ammuni¬ 
tion. This permit will be valid for the 
purchase of same from September 1 
to December 31. The person apply¬ 
ing for a permit must possess a reg¬ 
istered rim fire rifle, for which not 
more than 100 rim fire cartridges will 
be allowed, or be the registered owner 
shotgun for which 50 shot shells 
are allowed. If an individual pos¬ 
sesses both types of guns, he must 
make application for both types of 
ammunition but regardless of how 
many rim fire rifles and shotguns he 
owns he is entitled only to 100 cart¬ 
ridges and 50 shot shells. A pur¬ 
chaser with shotguns of two differ¬ 
ent gauges may take 25 shells for 
one gauge and 25 for the other. Each 
permit issued covers only one type of 
ammunition (rim fire or shot shell) 
arid will be issued accordingly. Ap¬ 
plicants must present their gun reg¬ 
istration certificates and his ration 
book or card. 

Q.—Must an automobile be tagged 
by the dealer when it is placed for 
sale?

‘ Air Force Boys Have Opportunity 
Of Meeting Other Men Of 
The Empire 

A New Zealander of 21, with four 
years of sea service in the war, has 
offered himself as a recruit to the 
Canadian army. In 1940 he joined 
the Royal Navy, transferred later to 
his own country’s navy from which 
he was medically discharged last 
April. Then followed a spell of sea¬ 
going as a merchant seaman with 
crossings with the invasion fleet be¬ 
tween England and France. Now 
he seeks to be a soldier with the 
Canadians.

High Quality Wheat 

Developed By Russians Yields Four 
Harvests From One Sowing 
The Russians have developed a 
perennial wheat, according to a Mos¬ 
cow cable to the CBC from Raymond 
Davies, a Canadian correspondent^ 
Davies said the wheat is described 
as one of the most important de¬ 
velopments in agriculture In many 
centuries and that “it may alter the 
methods of earhing a living for many 
millions of people, including, per¬ 
haps, Canadiafi farmers.”

New Use For Seaweed 

Textile Has Been Produced By 

Research Association In Scotland. 

The Scottish Seaweed Research 
Association has been formed by in¬ 
dustrialists and chemists to explore 
the practicability of making use of 
the seaweed that is collected around 
the rocks of parts of the western 
coast of Scotland. High hopes are 
entertained for success. Although 
seaweed is about 85 per cent, salt 
water, the rest is rich in a product 
named algin. 

From this algin it has been found 
possible to produce a material from 
which a sturdy textile is made. Not 
only that, but algin seems to have 
some of the qualities of plastics, and 
from it there can also be made ma¬ 
terial suitable for dental plates, 
transparent paper, varnishes and a 
host of other things, another product 
that is mentioned being poultry feed. 

Factories for reducing the seaweed 
to algin and its products are to be 
established in the areas where this 
type of seaweed is found, and it is 
believed that when one or two chem¬ 
ical problems have been solved, a 
valuable new industry will be created 
for the crofters of Scotland.

cent, oyer the 1942 crop of 28,048,700 
lb. The increase was due to a record 
number of colonies in 1943, combined 
with a higher average yield which, 
in spite of adverse weather condi¬ 
tions, was 88 lb. per colony as com¬ 
pared with 66 lb. per colony in 1942. 

There were 34,250 beekeepers in 
Canada in 1943, an increase of 5,820 
or 20.5 per cent, from the 28,430 in 
1942. The number of colonies also 
showed an increase with 449,650 
colonies in 1943 as against 427,050 in 
1942—an increase of 22,600 or 5.3 
per cent. The greatest expansion 
took place in the Prairie Provinces, 
especially in Alberta where there 
were twice as many beekeepers in 
1943 as in 1942, with 42,800 colonies
